Wasurneton; D. C., Nov. 15.—[ Special. 
States Minister Albert G. Porter, the 
tative of this government to the 
of Italy, has been hastily sum- 
moned to Washington to confer with the Pres- 
dent and the Secretary of State on the present 
situation of the controversy with Italy grow- 
ing out of the New Orleans violence by which 
the Mafia murderers lost their lives. The 
Minister arrived in New York today by the 
Hamburg line steamship Normannia, and 


nter a few hours’ stop proceeded on a fast ex- 
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press to this city. 

The hasty summons and the arrival of the 
Minister show, it is held by some, that Italy 
has taken advantage of the trouble between 
the United States and Chile to make a demand 


for an apglogy and a money indemnity for the 


killing of the two Mafiaites who were found by 
the United States Marshal who investigated 
the case to. be subjects of King Humbert. It 
js believed to have appeared to the Italian 
Prime Minister Rudini that this is an 
opportunity to submit such a demand. 
it may even be an ultimatum, inasmuch 
gs the naval vessels of the United States 
are concentrating in Chilean waters and may 
be needed there for several months at least. 
‘This is the first visit of the Minister to the 
United States since he accepted his present 
ition two and a half years ago. 

Whatever there may be in the mysterious 
event of diplomacy that has called a United 
States Minister all the way from Rome to 
Washington is a profound secret. 
The Minister’s arrival at New 
York unannounced, and his passage 
through and out of the city in swift secrecy 
on his journey to the National Capital, are 

intimations that somethmg 
‘more, and that something probably of 
‘the first importance, may be in course of evo- 
lution in a controversy that unquestionably 
gave the people of two great nations serious 
concern for months. Public attention for sev- 
eral weeks has been wholly engrossed by the war 
cloud in Chile. Therefore the Mafia incident 
and the sudden recall of Baron Fava, the King’s 
Minister at Wushington, have been forgotten 
as things of ephemeral interest. But it may 
be that a week will see a revival of the Italian 
“scare” in a much graver form than 
it assumed when the diplomatic drama 
was being enacted in March and April. 
Minister Porter let slip a remark that seemed 
to throw light on his mission. He said thatthe 
Italian tfovernment had been patient and cour- 
teous in conducting its side of the controversy.

Secretary Tracy will have something to say in

In the last Congress the raw materials of 
cordage were made free. A group of Republic- 
an Senators from the West wanted to follow 
this up by making binding twine also free. 
They made a great fight and in the end com- 
promised on seven-eighths of a cent por pound.

at about one and * cents. In behalf of 
the cordagemakers a plausible showing was 
made that they might not be able to stand an 
absolute sweeping away of the whole duty, and 
the compromise at seven-eighths ofa cent was 
finally made on the ground that it was safer to 
be too conservative than too radical. 

The incident of the struggle was the stand 
taken by the Democratic Congressmen from 
New England and New York. They not only 
opposed free binding twine, but they fought 
the lower rate and tried to get the schedule 
put where the Mills bill had left it. Roswell 
P. Flower, who was supported for Governor 
of New York by Tariff Reformer Grover 
Cleveland, is remembered only for the bitter 
speech he made in the House not against free 
binding-twine, but against the moderate duty 
finally fixed upon. He wanted the rate kept high 
for the benefit of his cordage trust constituents. 
John F. Andrews, O’Neil, and the other tariff 
reformers from Massachusetts haunted the 
committee room when the tariff bill was in 
conference. They showered in protests against 
the low duty by the bushelful. The Boston 
newspapers bitterly reproached the Western 
Congressmen for sttiking a blow at a Massa- 
chusetts industry. They thought the farmers 
ought to be content to have the raw material 
made free. This sort of tariff reformers has 
not changed since last session. The members 
will be against Springer because he has come 
out in advance against one of their protected 
interests. They have more to expect from 
Mills and will give him their support. 

WIl Puzzle the Speaker. 

Packing the Coinage committee in the next 
House is going to be hard work. The East- 
ern Democrats are bound that it shall be, but 
the chances are against them, and @ free-coin- 
age Speaker would have to ignore precedents 
to do it. The committee has thirteen mem- 
bers. Usually the political majority has been 
given seven and the minority six. That was 
done in the last Congress, but a 
Territorial delegate who had no vote 
was included in the minority. With so many 
Democrats and so few Republicans to find 
places for it is probable that in the coming 
Housé there will be eight Democrats and five 
Republicans. The members of the Coinage 
committee reélected are Walker of Massachu- 
setts, Taylor of Illinois, and Bartine of Ne. 
vada, Republicans; Bland of Missouri, Tracy 
of New York, Wilcox of Connecticut, and 
Williams of Illinois, Democrats. The members 
who failed tocome back were Wickham of @hio, 
Carter of Montana, Comstock of Minnesota, 
and Knapp of New York, Republicans, and 
Vaux of Pennsylvania, Democr it. 

Allowing the Territories a place on the com- 
mittee the new Speaker will have before him 
the selection of five Republicans and seven 
Democratic Representatives. Bland will be 
Chairman, but that won’t amount to much 
unless he has a majority of free coinage com- 
mitteemen at his back. The old members 
may count on their former places on the com- 
mittee. These divided last session as fol 
lows: For free coinage, Bland, Williams, and 
Bartine. Against free coinage, Walker, Tay- 
lor, Tracey, and Wilcox. 

The new Speaker may fairly enough name 
the three reélected Republicans on the com- 
mittee, and in selecting new ones take anti- 
free coinage men to succeed Knapp of New 
York and Comstock of Minnesota. That 
would give four Republicans against free 
comage and one for it. When he comes to 
naming the Democratic members his troubles 
With the former Democratic 
members named again, Bland and Williams 
would be for free coinage and Tracey 
and Wilcox against. If an _ anti-free 
coinage successor is named to Vaux of 
Pennsylvania, that would raise a row, 
because too much would be conceded to the 
East. The silver States will demand one 
Democratic member, who will probably be 
Dixon of Montana. Ohio would claim another, 
and as three-fourths of the Democratic Rep- 
resentatives from that State are for free silver 
it would be impossible to take a member not 
in sympathy with them. The South, east of 
the Mississippi, has now no member on the 
committee. It will demand at least one.

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MADDENED, A GIRL COMMITS MUR- 
DER AND SUICIDE. 


Capt. Smith, a Salvation Army Commander, 
Shot by Nettie Riedler, Who Then Takes 
Her Own Life—There Was No Motive 
for the Crime Save Jealousy—The 
Wounded Girl Cannot Recover—Tragedy 
Attends Marechale Booth-Clibborn’s Re- 
ception. 

Omana,"Neb., Nov, 15.—The muster of the 
Northwestern Division of the Salvation Army 
at Omaha to meet La Maréchale Booth-Clib- 
born of ‘France has terminated m a trage 
dy sad, sudden, and inexplicable. 
While the soldiers were filing 
out of the barracks the sound 
of & pistol-shot. rang gut, and with a groan 
one of the army’s Captains fell to the 
pavement, blood gushing from her mouth 
and nostrils. Her body had not yet lodged 
on the sidewalk when the second report from 
the pistol was heard, and a private reeled from 
the ranks and staggered blindly a step or two 
and fell dead in the gutter. 

It was just after 6 o’clock in the evening 
and the army’s forces had gathered at the 
barracks for the purpose of making its usual 
parade prior to services, The presence in 
Omaha of the official heads of the 
army in France and America—La Maréchale 
Booth-Ciibborn and her brother, Commis- 
sioner Ballington Booth, had drawn hither all 
the forces of this division, which includes 
Iowa, Minnesota, the Dakotas, and Nebraska. 
For four days the army has held daily and 
nightly demonstrations and the work 
was seemingly meeting with great success. 
The real motive for the fearful double crime 
is notso clearasit might be, but the indi- 
cations point to a rather queer com- 
bination of jealousy and semi-religious 
frenzy. However obscure may be the motive 
that prompted the deed its results stand out 
only too plainly, for the body of Nettie 
Birdler, the murderess and suicide, 
rests on a marble slab at the 
City Morgue and her victim, Capt. 
Hattie Smith, of the Salvation Band at Oska- 
loosa, Ia., is awaiting in untold agony the 
final extinguishment of the vital spark at her 
temporary boarding place on Davenport 
street. 

The murderess came upon her victim as she 
was standing on the sidewalk conversing 
with Capt. Wallace, from Marshall- 
town; Ia. Without speaking she drew 
@ revolver from beneath the folds 
of her dress and fired. Almost simultaneous- 
ly with the crack of the pistol came the shriek 
of pain from Capt. Smith, and she and Capt. 
Wallace started to run down the street. 

Evidently fearing the bullet had not reached 
a vital spot, the crazed Biedler followed her 
fleemg victim a few steps and fired 
again. The first bullet evidently struck 
the mark, for as the woman leveled 
the revolver the wounded Captain reeled 
and fell. Without waiting to see the effect of 
her second shot the murderess placed the 
muzzle of her weapon to her right temple and 
pressed the trigger a third time. A 
muffled report, a heavy plunge forward, 
and the body of Nettie Biedler sank 
lifeless to the cutter. Not twenty feet away 
lay Capt. Smith unconsciously moaning, a 
crimson flood dying the bright red folds of 
her uniform. 

All this happened so quickly that not a 
hand could be raised to provent or stay the 
commission of the awful deed, It was the work 
of but a moment. Soon the horror-stricken 
enlookers recovered and the body of the dead 
woman was raised and carried 
ot a'livery stable. while the wou Captain 
was removed to a drug store and medical as- 
sistance summoned. 

No Cause for the Killing. 

Capt. Smith, concerning the deed and its 
motive, said she had sought to induce Miss 
Biedler to join the army while stationed at 
Council Bluffs some thirty days ago. On 
coming to Omaha Miss Biedler sought her 
out and with a great show of affection told 
her she loved her. On several occasions 
Miss Beidler sought to occupy attention of 
the Captain to the exclusion of all others. 
There was a meeting at the army barracks 
yesterday afternoon and the Biedler woman 
sent up word to Capt. Smith that she wanted 
to talk with her. The latter replied to the 
messenger that she was busy then and 
could not grant her the request, but after 


| eating lunch went back and talked to the 


Biedler woman for some time. What was 
said by either of them is unknown, as the 
only person who noticed what 
ing on was Lieut. Mary Bannister 
of What Cheer, la., who carried 
Miss Biedler’s message to Capt. Smith. 
Lieut. Bannister stated that she saw the Cap- 
tain go back and engage in conversation with 
the woman, but was so far away that she could 
hear nothing about what was said. The 
Captain tried to leave her companion, 
but the latter barred her way. 
The Lieutenant overheard the Captain say 
several times thatshe must go and the others 
seemed to be remonstrating against it, and 
finally expressed the threat that if the Captain 
went out and left her there she would be sorry 
for i

Capt. Wallace of Marshalltown was walk- 
ing with Capt. Smith at the time the shoot- 
ing took place. She said: 


We had gone 
only a short distance when this girl who shot 
Capt. Smith came up behind us and said she 
wanted to speak a moment to Capt. Smith. We 
did not stop, for Capt. Smith replied that she did 
not have time to talk with her. The girl said: 
“Well, you'll be sorry for it if you don't talk with 
me.“ We went on, and just as we got opposite 
the brick livery-stable I heard a revolver shot 
right at our backs, and Capt. Smith screamed and 
started to run. I ran with her. 1 heard a 
second shot, but 1 don't know whether 
there were any more than two shots fired or not. 
We ran down tothe corner. I thought that the 
girl was still after us. I did not know the girl 
who shot Capt. Smith. She was not a member of 
the Salvation Army. 
Nothing Known at Her Home. 

A reporter called last evening at the residence of 
W. W. Biedler, the father of the dead girl, Coun- 
cil Bluffs. A younger sister stated that Nettie 
and Capt. Smith had been fast friends for a long 
time, and that the former had been in the 
habit of attending the Salvation Army meetings 
for the purpose of meeting the Captain and the 
other girls. She left home yesterday afternoon 
directly after dinner, stating that she was going 
to Omaha to see the Salvation Army celebration, 
and it was supposed she went alone. She had no 
revolver, so far as her sister knew, nor had any 
trouble arisen between the two girls which might 
account for the fearful deed. Until the sister 
heard of the tragedy she supposed they were as 
good friends as ever. 

Commissioner Ballington Booth would not talk 
concerning the tragedy. His only remark was: 
It is terrible, terrible!’ 

Marechale Booth Interested. 

La Maréchale Booth-Clibborn ke to a great 
throng tonight upon the work in France and 
Switzerland. Ballinston Booth vibrated back 
and forth between the church and 
the headquarters where Capt. Smith lay 
in agony. He announced to the audience two or 
three times the condition of the wounded girl. 
He had not learned any cause for the rash and 
terrible deed. The weapon used was a 32-caliber 
bulidog revolver. An inquest will be held on the 
remains of the suicide tomorrow.

NEARLY $10,000,000 IN SUGAR BOUNTIES. 


What the First Season Under the New Tariff 
Has Cost Unele Sam. 

Wasuineror, D. C., Nov, 15.—In a chapter 
on sugar the Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue in his annual report details the action of 
the bureau in providimg for the payment of 
bounty as authorized by the Tariff act. The 
number of sugar producers who have applied 
for license is 4,906, ana their estimated pro- 
duction is 613,376,380 pounds, of which 572, 
408,380 pounds is cane sugar. On this subject 
the Commissioner says: 

The above estimate of production was made by 
the producers early in the, and is consider- 
ably in excess of what may be expected. The 
production in Louisiana year, which 
was larger than usual, was

ported 3,483,442.325 pounds of sugar of the value of 
$105,661,431, and produced 512,261,530 pounds. The 
amount of sugar produced in the United States is 
about one-eighth of the amount consumed. 

The Commissioner estimates that the re- 
ceipts from all sources for the present fiscal 
year will aggregate $150,000,000. It is proba- 
ble that the reduction of the tax on manufact- 
ured tobacco and snuff froin 8 to 6 cents per 
pound will decrease the receipts from this 
source about $5,000,000 annually. 


ALMY WILL DODGE THE GALLOWS. 


He Will Plead Guilty if He Finds That 
He Cannot Escape. 

Puiymouts, N. H., Nov. 15.—[Special.]— 
Almy, the murderer of Christie Warden, has 
devised a plan to escape the gallows. He 
proposes to plead guilty and leave his fate in 
the hands of the Chiet Justice and an Associ- 
ate Justice, as has been reported before, ex- 
pecting at the worst to receive nothing more 
than a sentence of imprisonment in the State 
prison at Concord. But another scheme is 
believed to have developed in his fertile brain. 
It is believed that he contemplates a break for 
liberty. It is asserted by those who have seen 
and attended Almy that he could today 
throw away his crutches and walk. He 
wouldn’t miss them; he does not need them, 
As he has shammed before, he is shamming 
now with a well defined plan in mind. When 
the murderer was taken to Woodsville for ar- 
raignment he purposely fractured anew the 
bone of his leg. His scheme was then to podt- 
pone the trial and it worked like a charm, 
But he isn’t breaking any bones though he 
would have people believe that he is sick and 
lame. He will be taken from Manchester 
jail to Plymouth for trial Tuesday, 
In Plymouth he will be kept at the hotel, and 
while he will be closely guarded it is feared 
that some of the old pals of Almy, desperate 
men, steeped in crime from the crowns of 
their heads to the soles of their boots, will be 
attracted to the town withor without a pur- 
pose. If Almy is Abbott he has escaped from 
justice once, and bets are freely made that he 
will at least try it again. 


BANK FAILURE IN TYLER, TEX. 
House Forced to the 


Bonner & Bonner’s 
Wall a 

Trrn, Tex., Nov. 15.—The banking house 
of Bonner & Bonner has been foreed to the 
wall. Yesterday its paper went to protest in 
New Orleans, and last night T. L. Campbell, 
receiver of the International and Great North- 
ern railroad company, ran an attachment 
against it for $385,218.13, being the amount 
of moneys belonging to the receivership then 
on deposit in the bank, which amount it was 
unable to pay on demand. Just what the loss 
to outside banks will be cannot be learned, 
although it is thought it will be small, as most 
of them had withdrawn their balances or were 
secured. The individual and business depos- 
its account was heavy, and the loss will be 
severly felt, many men losing the savings of 
years. The interest of Bonner & Bonner in 
the boot and shoe and general furnishing 
doods house of H. C. White & Co. was also at- 
tached by Receiver Campbell. So far as can 
be ascertained the liabilities of the bank will 
exceed half a million, with assets nominally 
the same.

The eclipse of the moon came to pass 
yesterday was only visible at intervals in Chi- 
cago.

The scientists bad listed forty stars, which 
are so small as to be invisible when the moon 
gathering data on several important scientific 
questions, but they fai gain the desired 
information.

What Was Visible in Chicago. 

„Of the four contacts the third alone was 
visible here and that came as nearly as pos- 
sible at the calculated time. The lanar eclipse 
as a general thing is not of great special in- 
terest. On this occasion a list of forty 
faint stars was prepared, one of magnitude 
6. three from magnitude 8 to 9, and the 
restfrom 9 to 12. It was desired to observe 
the times of disappearance and reappearance 
in the favorable dullness of light. If 
data could be had from these stars 
and compared from different observatories 
throughout the country, it would moateri- 
ally enlighten scientists by furnishing 
three important possible corrections; 
first to the moon's longitude, 
second to her angular diameter, and third 
to her parallax. But the observations I was 
able to make were not sufficient to throw any 
light whatever on any of these points. 

At Dearborn Observatory in Evanston the 
astronomer, Prof. George W. Hough, had 
made all arrangements for making 
complete observations of the eclipse and 
for photographing the disc of the moon 
during the different phases of ite passage 
through the earth’s shadow, but when the 
time came the rain was falling heavily and 
the big telescope was pointed in vain towards 
the eastern horizon. Between 7 and 8 o’clock

STILL HOPING FOR RAIN. 


Gotham Anxiously Looking for Relief from 
the Pendiag Water Famine. 

New York, Nov. 15.—[Special.|—New York 
is one day nearer the dreaded and impending 
water famine. Not only is Croton Lake lower 
than it ever has been, but all the reservoirs 
above it are low; some of them are com- 
pletely exhausted, and many of the streams 
which flow into them aredry. Practically 
therefore the water which New York is using 
is that which is drawn from a supply that is 
not being renewed, and if it not renewed with- 
in a few days—it would not be exaggerating to 
say a few hours—then will come a condition 
of privation to many and of menace to all. 

But heavy and menacing clouds hung over 

the 361 square miles of the Croton watershed 
today, and the weather prophets of that vicin- 
ity were predicting rain. Croton ke runs 
from the east to ¢ west. Pines bridge is 
about a mile and a half from Croton dam. 
One either side of Pines bridge are 
big mud islands of recent appearance. 
The big wooden float above t bridge 
and in front of the Croton Lake Hotel is high 
and dry on land, <a there the receding 
waters. For the first time 8 1877, 
New York was threatened with a water fam- 
ine and when relief was obtained by tapping 
Lake Mahopac, itis possible to see the piers 
of the old Pines bridge. Then but four feet 
of stone showed above the surface. Now one 
may see six feet of the stones. Ordinarily 
the top stones are covered by three feet of 
water. ) 

The best idea of the condition of the late 
may be gained fram the statement that fora 
mile to the east af Pines Bridge the former 
average width of the lake was & quarterof a 
mile, and that the stream now flowing towards 
the aqueductis about 100 feet wide.

WILL BUILD CROSS-TOWN LINES. 


President Wheeler Makes a Proposition to 
the City. 

Ald. Burke and Ald. Kelly of the Committee 
on Streets and Alleys South have received a 
communication from President Wheeler of 
the South Side Street railway company which 
in effect promises that the cross-town lines 
demanded on Thirty-fifth street, Forty-sev- 
enth street, and Fifty-seventh street will be 
laid and operated on the following conditions 
as to the loop ordinance and other ordinances 
of the South Side company now before the 
Council :

railways, and to all ordinances affecting the lines 
of street railways of which the lines hereby au- 
thorized are an extension. The Chicago City 
Railway company is permitted to construct one

street to Madison. 

various tracks shall be built within one 

year after the passage of the ordinance. The cars 

may be operated by animal power, and it shall be 

lawful for the company at any time within the 

time of the grant to adopt the cable system on 

any or all of the lines named, the same to be con- 

and operated as provided by the ordi- 

nance of Jan. 17, 1881, authorizing the company 
to operate its cars by other than animal power. 

It is not certain, however, that this ends the 
controversy. Ald. Noble and Ald. Kenny 
want cross-town lines which the com- 
pany refuses to put in. Other Aldermen 
want the loop extended north to Randolph 

’ gtreet on Michigan avenue, turning west on 
Randolph street to Wabash avenue. Still 
other Aldermen are opposed to any loop on 
Michigan avenue.

WORK ON THE WATER TUNNELS. 


Commissioner Aldrich Unlikely to Order It 
Stopped. 
It is not likely that Commissioner Aldrich 
will act on all the points covered by Controller 
. May’s letter about the shortage in the water 
fund. The Commissioner knows that it would 
not only be quite dangerous, but perhaps 
highly improper, and certainly unpopular to 
stop work on the water tunnels. It is of the 
utmost importance—in fact, it will be indis- 
pensably necessary—that those water tunnels 
be in full operation by June 1, 1892. 
If they are not there will be a scarc- 
ity of water and indignant protests by 
the people of the outlying sections of 
city. The water rents are now coming in 
at the rate of $15,000 per day. This income 
will meet all demands. The threat of Kiol- 
bassa to turn the money over to the general 
fund is nonsense. Kiolbassa is subject to the 
order of the Finance committee in this mat- 
ter, He made a similar threat some time ago, 
and was brought up on a round turn.

THE DEMOCRACY NOT A UNIT ON FREE 
TRADE. 


In 1860 the Democratic party declared in its 
national platform in favor of “ progressive 
free trade. The tariff then in existence was 
the extremely low one of 1857, with its aver- 
age duties of only about 20 per cent. It was 
not low enough, however, for the Democrats 
of that day under control of the South. When 
the Whig party broke up on the slavery ques- 
tion a number of its members, North as well 
as South, among them Carter Harrison, went 
over to the Democracy, taking with them 
their Henry Clay protective principles. At a 
later day, owing chiefly to the prohibition 
agitation, there were numerous German seces- 
sions to the Democracy, most of those who 
went over being moderate protectionists. 

The result of these migrations from one 


a strong protection element in the Democ- 
racy reinforcing the Pennsylvania Demo- 
crate who had always been for protection as 
far as their special industries were concerned. 
This protection wing of the party was strong 
enough to have ite say in the formation of 
national platforms. In 1880, when the Demo- 
crats declared for “a tariff for revenue only.“ 
and were beaten, this old pro-slavery Whig 
element was able in 1884 and 1888 to secure a 
recognition of the principle that tariff revis- 
ion Should be carried out in such a way as not 
to cut down the pay of the American working- 
man, norto deprive the manufacturers of 
such protecfion as would enable them to pay 
the high wages. 

For the last year, however, owing to the 
death of Randall and the aggressive policy of 
Cleveland, Mills; and Watterson, the old 
school free-trade section of the Democracy 
seemed to have crushed wut the moderate pro- 
tection faction which had no newspaper organ 
left except the New York Sun, whose editor 
ean swallow Tammany but not free trade. 
But at this moment there are signs which tend 
to show that the protection element in the 
ranks of the Democracy is not dead but 
sleeping, and that it is preparing to reassert 
itself and dictate to the party at large. 

The contest for the Speakership between 
Mills and Springer is a fight between the two 
sects. The out-and-out free-traders, the men 
who were reared in the doctrines of Calhoun, 
or came into the party as mugwumps, will 
with hardly an exception be found on the side 
of Mills. The old pro-slavery Whig recruits 
and the German auxiliaries and the men who, 
while they may be for tree trade in theory, 
think it would be impoiitic to act on it as a 
Presidential issue, are for Springer. The tariff 
policy of the Texan as laid down by him the 
other day crawfishes considerably since he 
left the stump. He no longer contemplates 
absolute free trade. If free trade be repre- 
sented by 100, thé proposed reduction of 
the tariff now advocated by Mills would be 
but about 40 or 50. But on the same scale 
Springer’s tariff policy would register only 15 
or 18—a little lower than Randall’s. 

Whichever way the Speakership is settled it 
is not likely that the internalstrife in the 

Democratic ranks on the tariff question will be 
ended. The battle will have to be fought over 
again in the national convention next year 
bet ween the free-traders and the protectionists, 
reinforced by the men who are after the offices 
and who think a free-trade platform might 
beat them in 1892 as in 1880. And in this 
struggle it is not improbable that the tariff 
revision wing will have a Western as well as 
an Eastern organ. It would be strange if the 
present editor of the Chicago Times, who was 
reared a Henry Clay protection Whig, and who 
has given evidence on various occasions that 
he has not abandoned his protection principles, 
wore to be found advocating the destructive 
tariff principles which Mr. Mills borrowed 
from Mr. Calhoun. . 


THE ANTI-LOTTERYITES’ APPEAL. 

The Anti-Lottery Executive committee of 
the State of Louisiana has issued a trenchant 
and earnest appeal to the people of the United 
States for help in suppressing this gigantic 
gambling evil. It is an appeal which should be 
heeded, for it comes from the honesty, moral- 
ity, and intelligence of the State. As they 
state in their petition, they make this appeal 
in the name of our common citizenship, in 
behalf of the right, and for the general wel- 
fare of the Commonwealth of States. This 
is an accurate characterization, for while they 
are engaged in a life and death struggle for 
the honor and good name of Louisiana the 
lottery is not entirely a local institution. Its 
evils are not confined to that State. It is a 
scheme of gamblers who are preying upon the 
people of the whole country: The Anti-Lot- 
| tery committee, therefore, appeals with au- 
thority to the people of every State in the 
country. 

The indictment as set forth in this appeal 
is fomnidable and unanswerable. The com- 
mittee declares that the lottery was organized 
by % band of gamblers in New York in 
1868, and was chartered for atermof twenty- 
five years, with a compromise provision sub- 
sequently passed that after Jan. 1, 1895, all 
lotteries should be prohibited in the State. 
The lottery company itself made this pledge, 
but the pledge has not been kept. Within a 
few years past the company has gained power 
and influence enough to obtain the submis- 
sion to the people of an amendment giving it 
another quarter of a century’s lease of life. 
The growth of this gigantic evil is thus set 
forth in the appeal:

THE ANARCHISTS AND THE WORLD'S FAIR 

An evening paper is thrown into editorial 
spasms by the fear that the pulling of a pack 
of Anarchists and sympathisers before they 
had a chance to commit any murders will harm 
the World's Fair—that the news of arrests in 
November of 1891 will be telegraphed far and 
wide and will make so lastmg an impression 
on timid strangers that they will not come to 
Chicago in the summer of 1898. That is to 
say: Anearly assurance given by Chicago 
that there will be no trouble with An- 
archists a year and a half hence will convinge 
outsiders that they ought to keep away. This 
is deliciously illogical, but alack of logic is 
the speciaity of the evening paper. 

Whence would these timorous souls come 
who will be scared away by the news that 
peace and quiet will prevail here in 1893? 
From France? Butin Paris and the other 
great industria) centers of that country there 
are reported to be 400,000 Anarchists. Their 
existence did not kill or cripple the great 
French Exposition of 1889, From Beriin? It 
swarms with Anarchists, and the German 
Government has had to use far stricter 
measures of repression than are employed 
here. Yet people still visit Berlin without 
fear and the town flourishes. From Switzer- 
land? It is the refuge of the most desperate 
Anarchists in Europe. But tens of thou- 
sands of summer tourists do not shun it. 
From London? There are hosts of bloody- 
minded “reds” there, but neither residents 
nor visitors are alarmed. And London still 
numbers nearly five millions and its thou- 
sands of hotels are overflowing in the “sea- 
son.“ 

Does the terrified evening paper think that 
Americans will keep away because there are 
fellows called Anarchists in Chicago? It is 
known to every one that there age many alien 
Anarchists in New York, Cleveland, Buffalo, 
Pittsburg, Milwaukee, St. Louis, San Fran- 
cisco, Cincinnati, and other cities, as well as 
in Chicago, Yet multitudes of people from 
the country visit those places without fear, 
dreading the pickpockets and confidence op- 
erators vastly more than they do the “ reds.”’ 
They know that Chicago has taught its sister 
cities how to deal with the viper when it 
strikes, and they look to Chicago—not in 
vain—to repeat the lesson whenever it is nec- 
essary. 

The prompt and decisive action of the city 
authorities last week will add to the respect 
and admiration felt for this city throughout 
the world. It will show that it does not mean 
to wait for the fire to get a good start before 
turning in an alarm for the engines. The re- 
cent arrests are a pledge that the Anarchists 
known to exist here will create no disturbance 
year after next. The result will be an in- 
creased attendance at the Fair. And it would 
be all the greater were the Government of the 
United States to take every unnatrfralized 
Anarchist and ship him back to Europe and 


arrest every naturalized one who is caught 


mouthing treason and inciting fools to com- 
mit crime, and deal with him as he deserves, 
— 4, 
COTTON STATISTICS. 

An exchange raises the question if 
the current cotton crop of the Unit- 
ed States be not much larger than 
the estimated yield, and presents some 
facts tending to prove that the yield 1s 
far from fully exhibited by the official figures. 
One of these is the liberal movement of the 
crop up to date, the October receipts having 
exceeded those of the same month last year, 
and the judgment of the trade confirms the 
view by handling the cotton at low prices in 
the market. If the crop were really 134 per 
cent less than the one of last year the growers 
in the Southern States would hardly be will- 
ing to sell unusually large quantities on the 
basis of only S cents per pound for middling 
uplands at the seaboard. 

It is remembered that the crop of last year 
was estimated in November to average 187 
pounds per acre, while it afterwards proved 
that the yield was about 207 pounds. This 
made the crop fully a million bales more than 
the 7,500,000 les estimated from the No- 
vember returns. A similar error now would 
raise by nearly as much the estimate of 7,400,- 
000 bales for the crop of 1891, and some peo- 
ple in New Orleans are so confident this will 
be found the case that they are offering to bet 
on a crop of 7,900,000. It is said the 187 
pounds average reported by the department 
at Washington is much too low for the facts, 
so far as they are ascertained, and hint- 
ed that this must be due to similar 
causes as a year ago, when there 
was & systematic underreporting by plant- 
ers. The Southern Alliance may not have 
been a success in persuading the farmers to 
hold back the crop, but it may have been able 
to mduce the foolish idea that they could be 
benefited by misstating the facts in regard 
to production, and if such were the case the 
evil is one which the statistician is unable to 
correct except by some such arbitrary ruling 
as that functionary was roundly blamed for 
two or three years ago. There is no doubt 
they deliberately belittled the yield of 1890, 
aud if they are not equally guilty this year 
they are simply suffering the consequences of 
their sins of omission then. The commercial 
world is giving them credit for having lied 
this tame and affixing to the property a suffi- 
ciently low price to make them pay dearly for 
former misrepresentation. 

This is but a natural outcome of an unsuc- 
cessful attempt to deceive. The facts in such 
a matter are sure to come out some time. 
They cannot be long concealed, and then 
comes the punishment. Perhaps the Southern 
planters see it for themselves by this, if they 
are not wise enough to sve that an immense 
commercial loss would fall upon the nation 
if the National Treasury were to lend money 
on the crop under such conditions. Suppos-

But while claiming 
to be honest and law-abiding citizcns them- 
selves, wanting to secure peaceably what they 
were pleased to call their rights, one 
speaker avowed that the Anarchists were 
“cowards” for not facing the respon- 
sibility of their language at the meetings vis- 
ited last week by the police, and another ad- 
vised the assembled company to cease chasing 
“the delusion of the ballot” and put down 
the slavehold... who, he alleged, stand over 
them with a lash. Still another professed to 
think it is unjust to the Anarchists to make 
any comparison between them and the 
Mayor.” Of course these fool utterances were 
not interfered with by the alleged despot at 
the head of the City Government, nor his po- 
lice force, as the resolutions offered and adopt- 
ed professed to be in favor of peaceable meas- 
ures for bringing around the revolution“ by 
which the Republican and Democratic parties 
will be alike annihilated, or at least relegated 
to obscurity should these alleged Socialists 
prevail at the polls. Apparently the silly fel- 
lows did not take a moment to think 
that the fact they were not inter- 
fered with utterly disproved their allegations 
that they are denied the privilege of free 
speech. They gave away the whole case in ad- 
mitting that the law as prescribed is ade- 
quate to meet the exigencies of all the varying 
phases of our social, political, and industrial 
life.” It this is so what excuse have they for 
wanting to bringabouta “social, political, and 
industrial revolution,“ which could only be 
don: peaceably by electing legislators who 
would abolish existing laws and pass a com- 
plete new set to take their places? They mus 
be dolts not to see that such utterances are 
simply talking through ahat. And the re 
doubtable Tommy Morgan is the worst of the 
lot of swashbucklers who passed those windy 
resolutions, because he is generally credited 
with sense enough to know better. He is an 
arrant demagogue, but keeps out of danger. 


GOV. BOIES’ RATIFICATION SPEECH. 

The Davenport Daily Leader (Dem.) takes 
exceptions to Tas Trreunr’s recent comments 
upon Gov. Boies’ ratification speech and at- 
tributes to this paper an intention to suppress 
some and distort others of his sentiments, It 
says: 

Modern political Ways are many and devions, 
but the way most followed is that of suppression 
of the true and the suggestion of the false.“ The 
purely partisan paper is too often forced to rely 
upon these two methods. It is seldom, however, 
that Tae Carcaco TRIBUNE resorts to these 
means, but the article in yesterday’s paper fol- 
lows out both. 


Tas CIcado Trrsunz quoted what Gov. 
Boies said, giving the quotations in his own 
language, and commented thereon in a man- 
ner that was justified by his language, as any 
person could see by putting the text and the 
comments together. Tar Trreune preferred 
to let Gov. Boies speak for himself and then 
pomted out what the plain English of it was. 
This paper has no authority to change Gov. 
Boies’ language or to read into it any inter- 
pretation which it will not fairly bear. Our 
lowa Democratic contemporary fears the ef- 
fect of this exposure of the true meanings of 
Gov. Boies’ speech upon the farmers of that 
State. It is seeking to cover up and remove 
from sight those meanings lest they may be 
seen in the cornfields and play havoc, when 
the farmers come to understand that he favors 
out and out free trade of the Cleveland-Mills- 
Watterson sort, which would crush out Amer 
ican manufacturing industry and damage 
their market. Tun Trreunez will continue to 
go to Gov. Boies for Gov. Boies’ views, not to 
his party apologists. Whatever Gov. Boies 
may have been or whatever he may have said 
before the election and upon the stump, he 
has now whirled around and come out in bold 
advocacy of free trade. That is what he 
means when he talks about the Iowa corn- 
fields, and he must stand by it. Had he ad vo- 
cated such destructive sentiments during the 
campaign he would not have received all of 
those thousands of Republican votes which 
helped to swell up his 8,000 majority. But 
now that he is elected and nothing is at stake 
locally he has given utterance to his real sen- 
timents, evidently with the intention of put- 
ting himself in line for whatever may happen 
in 1892. Should anything happen at that time 
of the kind he anticipates he will be likely to 
hear something from the cornfields of Iowa 
which will surprise him. 


ANOTHER FREE-TRADER TURNS BACK. 

Nearly every day during the last year Majah 
Jones has ascended the pulpit of the St. Louis 
Republic establishment and has preached to 
the faithful on the glories and beauties of free 
trade. He has ridiculed reciprocity, deriding 
it as a humbug, and declared that the salva- 
tion of the country depended on the free ad- 
mission of all competitive goods. As Uanni- 
bal swore eternal hatred to Rome, so did he 
swear undying hostility to protection, and he 
insisted that on all occasions his party should 
protest against that greatest of evils. 

But the Majah has seen a new light, and he 
is preaching from a different text. He is not 
80 ready to assail “the giant iniquity of pro- 
tection. He prefers to wait till the Presi- 
dential election is over. He thinks it better 
to wrapup the “great issue and keep it 
safely locked up till the election is past. He 
is not desirous that the Democrats of the 
House should prepare a free trade tariff bill 
this winter and go before the country with it 
as their grand issue next year. He “does nos 
think the Senate would pass such a bill.“ 
Very likely not. If such a bill were framed 
the sole object in doing so would be to define 
the tariff position of the Democracy, just as 
in 1888—to describe it by metes and bounds, 
to show just exactly how the Democrats stood 
on every controverted point in the broad 
range of tariff discussion.

Walt Whitman's Tomb. 

The tomb which hasbeen built for and pre- 
sented to Walt Whitman is in Harleigh Cemetery, 
near Camden, and is set in a side hill under a 
gnarled oak. It is of massive granite blocks, and 
is fashioned after the walls of King Solomon’s 
Temple. Of a score or more designs submitted to 
the poet this was the only one he considered at 
ali, and it was not accepted until he had revised 


it. The Quincy granite, of which it ie built, was 


especially quarried to dimensions. An idea of 
the ponderous weight of the structure can be 
formed when it is stated that the front alone 
weighs seventy tons, The door isof granite, six 
inches thick, and measures four feet two inches 
in width, by six feet four inches in height. No 
rods, bolts, or other fastenings are used in the 
structure, the four corners being held together by 
interlocking or mortising the solid blocks of gran- 
ite. The only metal used is the brass pivots on 
which the door swings andthe massive brass 
lock that secures it. The entrance tothe tomb 
is three feet six inches by six feet, and the vesti- 
bule in front of the catacombs is eleven feet three 
inches wide, seven feet deep, and eight feet high. 
Mr. Whitman occasionally drove out to see the 
tomb while it was being constructed, and recent- 
ly gave directions about planting ivy, which he 
wishes to have cover the structure.

Everyday Scenes at Dwight. 


**Remember, we have hundreds of thou- 
sands of poor wretches on our hands, together 
with the wives and children, who have be- 
come sick over and over again with deferred 
hope, and all these are glad to welcome even a 
faint ray of hope.

Why, in three days you 
would not take a drink of Whisky.“ Then he 
visits the business office and pays $25 for 
treatment, after which he is at liberty to go 
where he pleases in the village, unless perhaps 
he is suffering from delirium tremens, when 
he is cared for. It is a great though sad sight 
to see these men formed in line, some 700 or 
800 of them, extending down the village 
street. They are there to receive hypodermic 
injections and a small bottle of medi- 
cine to be taken internally, and a little 
whisky if they desire it, butin three days the 
liquor is detested. They also treat the opium 
habit there, which, it is said, is the hardest 
habit to cure and that for the first few days 
the victim loses his eyesight, his body sways 
to and fro by reason of the struggle between 
the medicine and the poison in his system. 
But presently he has a better appetite, he 
feels better mentally and physically, and at 
— he is cured, having found the elixir of 

ife. 

There is no special treatment at Dwight. 
It is a good deal like the grace of God; there 
is no distinction. ne of the 400 
is no better than

wage no gambling, allow no profanity and 
mave nc late hours. They have formed a 
Bichloride of Gold club, a new President be- 
ing chosen every three weeks, which repre- 
sents the period of his sojourn in Dwight.

Three Classes of Incurables. 


T have long felt the need of material as- 
sistance in producing a cure for this material 
habit.

SAD STORY OF RUSSIAN FANATICISM. 


A Father Sacrifices His Child in a Spasm 
of Religious Frenzy, 

Christian World: Toward the close of a 
day in late winter Dmitri Kurtin sat at the 
door of his log izba, reading. He was a man 
of about 50, tall, dark, emaciated, with nar- 
row, high forehead, piercing, small eyes, and 
compressed lips—the face of a fra redemptor, 
stern, forbidding, somber. By the fading 
afternoon light Kurtin sat with his book—an 
old Slavonic Bible, inherited from his grand- 
father. 
was reading the history of the ancient patri- 
arch, reading and pondering, readmg and 
praying. He had read and re-read the terrible 
story of Abraham’s interrupted sacrifice of 
his son, and the old Hebrew tale seemed, some- 
how, to possess a strange fascination for him, 
filling his mind with awful thoughts that would 
come surging in upon him, he knew 
not whence. He explained afterward that 
the thought of the wickedness of the 
world and the utter hopelessness of salvation 
coming to men been for a long time 
weighing him down with grief. That all men 
must perish because of their iniquity and dis- 
tance from God was an idea t for weeks 
had been taking firmer hold of him.

correspondent translates a portion of 
the statement made by Kurtin some few days 
after this to the examin magistrate of the 
Town of Vladimir: Wben it became too 
dark to read I entered my izba and went to 
bed, but during the night my sorrow so in- 
creased upon me that I could not sleep, and 
several times 1 a | more and yet more 
candles before oly icon. During the 
3 part of the night I prayed on my knees 
r my own and my family’s salvation, all the 
time the thought growing stronger and strong- 
er within my breast that little Grisha must 
be sacrificed. He was a sprightly, joyful 
— and clever beyond his years —such wise 
things he would say sometimes, If I 
sacrificea him I would thereby save him 
from the 1 of life, from the tempta- 
tion, when he grew up, of y Bee wo the faith 
and making shipwreck of his soul. I con- 
cluded to prepare 5 him a sure path to 
heaven. Early in 3 long before 
daylight broke upon world, I went out 
into the dark, to the garden behind the izba, 
‘knelt down, and asked the Redeemer fora 
sign. I asked that if it be his will that I offer 
up my Grisha, the desire to do so should come 
from the right side; if Fee from the left. You 
must know that, according to our belief, an- 
gels igive all — — from the right side, and 
vils all from the left. After long pray- 
ae Ses ht came from the right side, and 
I returned with a joyful heart to the = for 
Inow knew that my sacrifice would ac- 
ceptable.” 

n a broad bench in the inner room Grisha 
slept with his mother, a gentle woman, loving 
her boy passionately and admiring his preco- 
cious wisdom. Q Kurtin, fearmg opposition 
from his wife, sent her on some pretext to the 
neighboring village. Then, turning to his son, 
he said: Rise, Grisha, and put on a white 
shirt that I may rejoice over thee.” Kurtin 
afterward explained to the examining magis- 
trate that in the society to which he belonged 
it was considered sinful to die in striped or 
colored clothes. When the boy had put on 
his white shirt he was told by his father to lie 
down again on the bench. Kurtin folded up 
a fur coat and carefully placed under his son’s 
head. Then, sitting down beside him, he 
drew a knife from his sleeve and stabbed him 
several times. The child was sinking fast as 
the red dawn grew brighter and brighter in the 
eastern heavens, sending level beams through 
the little window of the izba and luridly illu- 
minating this terrible fanatic in the execution 
of his awful deed.

Position of the Government in. the Des 
‘ Moines River Land Case. 

Wasniyeton, D. C., Nov. 15.—[Special. }— 
Attorney-General Stone of lowa is here on 
the Des Moines River land cases. The last 
chance the settlers have for relief rests with 
the Supreme Court. Years ago the Gen- 
eral Government deeded this land 
to the State in consideration of 
the State government opening up the river 
for navigation. In after years the State aeed- 
ed the lands to the Des Moines River Naviga- 
tion company. The work was never done. 
In the meantime Settlers took possession of 
the land thinkmg it was open to settlement. 
Thousands uf families now live within 
the disputed tract, although the naviga- 
tion company has e many. The 
government claims that masmuch as the im- 
provements have not been made under the 
grants the land reverts to the General Govern- 
ment. If the suitisin favor of the vern- 
ment’s claim these settlers will retain their 
homes ; if the reverse is true, then all these 
persons will be) at the mercy of the private 
corporation. 


Internal Revenue &tatistic«. 


The annual repert of John W. Mason, Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue, shows that the 
total receipts for the last fiscal year from all 
sources were $146,085,416, an increase of $3,- 
440,719 over the receipts for the previous 
fiscal year. The-cost of-collection for the last 
fiscal year was $4,210,604, or 2.88 per cent of 
the receipts, against 2.82 last year. The es- 
timated expeuses for the next fiscal year are 
$4,522,350. Du the year 68 stills were 
destroyed and ninety-seven were removed, 
involving the arrest of 378 persons. The aggre- 
gate amount of taxes collected from tobacco

Sr. Pavr, Minn., Nov. 15.—[{Special. }—The 
heaviest snowfall in Minnesota in November 
for many years occurred here today. It be- 
gan falling at 7 o’clocé in the morning and 
continued until after 5, the total depth bemg 
from five to seven inches. No appreciable de- 
lay is reported by the Chicago, St. Paul, or 
Dakota and Manitoba railway lines. The 
Twin City Street railway company got out 
its plows and scrapers early in the afternoon 
and kept its tracks clear without much aiffi- 
culty.
